38. (Original) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 37 wherein 
the inhibitor of neutral endopeptidase 24.1 1 is thiorphan or candoxatril. 

39. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 
31 further comprising an inhibitor of fibroblast growth factor receptor 3 tyrosine kinase. 

40. (Currently Amended) [[A]]The pharmaceutical composition according to 
claim 3 1 wherein the comprising a natriuretic peptide is fused to a carrier protein forming a 
natriuretic peptide-carrier protein fusion protein; wherein the carrier protein is a bon e growth 
plat e specific protein selected from the group consisting of growth hormone ( GH), insulin like 
growth factor- 1 (IGF-1) and thyroid hormone (TH). 

41 . (Original) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 40 wherein 
the carrier protein comprises growth hormone. 
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42. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 
40 wherein said at least one natriuretic peptide is conjugated to a carrier protein forming a 
natriuretic peptide-carrier protein conjugate.

54. (Withdrawn) The method according to claim 45 further comprising 
administering to the patient an inhibitor of tyrosine kinase. 

55. (Currently Amended, Withdrawn) The method according to claim 45 
wherein said at least one natriuretic peptide is a natriuretic peptide fused to a carrier protein 
forming a natriuretic peptide-carrier protein fusion protein wherein the carrier protein is 
selected from the group consisting of growth hormone (GH), insulin like growth factor- 1 
(IGF-1) and thyroid hormone (TH). 
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56. (Withdrawn) The method according to claim 55 wherein the carrier protein 
fusion protein comprises growth hormone. 

57. (Withdrawn) The method according to claim 45 wherein said at least one 
natriuretic peptide is conjugated to a carrier protein forming a natriuretic peptide-carrier 
protein conjugate. 

58. (Withdrawn) The method according to claim 45 wherein the bone is a limb 

bone. 

59. (Withdrawn) The method according to claim 58 wherein the limb bone is an 
achondroplasiac bone.

67. (Withdrawn) A method for increasing the size of a bone growth plate in 
abnormal bone comprising treating the bone with an effective amount of at least one 
natriuretic peptide in a pharmaceutical composition according to claim 3 1 .
